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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1. No amendments to claims have been presented in this Amendment. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on November 8, 2010 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants argument related 
to Claims 1 and 3-11 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hayes (US 2005/0027098) based on following: 

a) "Firstly, Hayes, by contrast, describes sulfonated aliphatic-aromatic copolyesters (say, 
from [0022] to [0026]), but Hayes' aromatic sulfonates (such as a metal salt of lower alkyl 
ester of 5-sulfoisophthalic acid [0026]) are components forming sulfonated aliphatic-aromatic 
copolyesters themselves. In other words, Hayes' aromatic sulfonates are components to be 
incorporated into the molecules of such copolyesters as constituent units of sulfonated 

aliphatic-aromatic copolyesters." However, as it was shown in Office action mailed on September 16, 2010, composition disclosed by 
Hayes meet all compositional limitations of Applicant's claimed subject matter. Therefore, this Applicant's argument was found 
unpersuasive. 

b) Regarding second statement related to metals which form the aromatic salts, Applicant's agreed that Hayes disclosed that composition 
may comprise potassium, which is the first choice of metal as claimed by Applicant. 

c) Regarding last argument and specifically statement , that "... it is not possible from Hayes' 
sulfonated aliphatic-aromatic copolyesters to obtain molded products with superior physical 
characteristics under the practical molding conditions of ordinary all-purpose resins, say, 

without causing deformations at the mold releasing time" note, that no factual data has been presented to support this statement, and that 
that features as molding conditions has not been part of Applicant's claimed subject matter.
